CHARTER OF NEAL BANK 
WITH THE AMENDMENTS 


In view of the widespreag interest in 
the suspension of the Neal bank and 
the number of depositors affected, the 
charter of the Neal Loan and Banking 
Company and the subsequent amend- 
ments to the charter granted that cor- 
poration when dts name was changed to 
the Neal bank, are of vital interest to

The charter and amendments follow: 


Section 1. The general assembly of the 
state of Georgia do enact, that T. B. Neal, 
E. H. Thornton and John Keely, with their 
associates and successors, are hereby con- 
stituted and made a body politic under the 
name and style of the ‘‘Neal Loan and Bank- 
ing Company,’’ and by this name they shall

“It is just as wrong for the working 
man to demand eight hours’ pay for 
six hours’ work as it ig for the em- 
ployer to pay only six hours’ wages 
for eight hours’ work. 

“In some places there is a bellef on 
the part of the working man that the 
church is prejudiced against him. This 
is not so. This idea has originated 
largely from the hoarse mouthings of 
anarchistic agitators and from those 
who spend $1,000 a year in saloons and 
not a cent in church.”

Other ministers followed with simi-

You can have a doll's house 
at $5,000—a lovely home in miniature, com- 
pleff even to the litle oil-paintings on the 
drawing room walls; or you can run down 
the scale to a multitude of ingenious little 
articles that retail in the city streets at 2 
cents. 

Clearly, this is an industry worthy the in- 
terest of a paternal government. There are 
technical schools in Dresden, Nuremberg, and 
the larger villages of the Thuringlan and 
Black forests, where toy making and de- 
@ening are taught as seriously as sapping 
and mining in a schoo] of military engineer- 
ing. this reason village industries still 
flourish in Europe, and no better illustra- 
tion is seen than the toy-making carried on 
in the Black forest region.

The directions far dressing a hare oF 
squirrel] are the same as those followed in 
preparing a rabbit and the same recipes an- 
swer for all. For broiling, however, a squir- 
rel is the best cholce—as it cooks through 
more thoroughly and tn less time on account 
of ‘its size. The skinning can be done at 
home in a very easy, cleanly manner. Firmly 
fasten the head of the animal to a stout 
support, cut the skin around the neck, make 
a gash two inches long and downward from 
the throat, and gently rull and work the 
skin downward.

STOCKS PASSED. 
VERY DULL DAY 


Rise in Call Money Rates 
Principal Cause, 


Professional Operatives Did Most of 
the Selling—The Advance in 
Money Rates Did Not 
Force Much of the 
Selling. 


New York, December 23.—Tightening 
up of the money market today gave 
unmistakable warning to the specula- 
tive element of the necessity of caution 
in using borrowed funds. The warning 
was heeded and the market lapsed into 
a condition of semi-stagnation in con- 
Sequence. The rise in the call money 
rate, while exercising this restraining 
influence on epeculation, did not seem 
to force any large amount of Selling 
of stocks directly. The selling was as- 
cribed, for the most part, to profes- 
sional operators who bought weak 
in anticipation of the go00d bank 
statement, but who were disappointed 
with the paucity of the outside demand 
attracted into the market today, At- 
tention centered almost exclusively on 
the money market, and it was conclud- 
ed that the large recuperation effected 
by the bankg last week had not yet 
put tXtem in any position to discontinue 
the process of renovation, in view. of 
the stil] existing deficit of $31,751,000 
below the legal requirement. The com- 
pletion of this process of restoration 
is now regarded as essential to dissi- 
pate the continued reluctance of the in- 
terior bankg to take up norma] bank- 
ing relations again. ‘..ere are unusu- 
ally large requirements to be met in 
any event by the New York banks in 
connection with the annual settle- 
ments. While the larger profits, indi- 
cated by the record total of $184,655,- 
000 in dividends and interest payable 
in January, are matters for encourage- 
ment and promise for a good reinvest- 
ment demand, the problem of financing 
the payments presents its difficulties In 
the straightened condition of the 
money market. There are extraordi- 
nary requirements, besides, to be met 
on January |, including $11,625,000 for 
subscriptions to new Northern Pacific 
stock, $9,147,000 for new New York, 
New Haven and Hartford stock, and 
$9,000,000 for American Telephone 
bonds. Another contingency of the 
coming week is the expiration of the 
Present-day period of notices of with- 
drawals required by savings banks dur- 
ing the banking flurry in New York in 
the latter part of October. It is known 
that many of the notices of witndrawal 
given at that time have since been re- 
scinded and some of the banks have 
lifted the requirement, in the mean- 
time and permitted such withdrawals 
as were sought. Nevertheless, it is 
probable that some degree of prepared- 
ness will be looked to with the expl- 
ration of the period of the withdrawal! 
notices. The narrowing of the supply 
of funds to loan on call is thus seen 
to be amply accounted for, and, in fact, 
occasioned no surprise.

New York, December 23.—Since the gov- 
ernment’s agricultural department's crop 
estimate of 11,678,000 bales was made public 
opinion as to the size of this crop has been 
well divided. The market, in consequence, 
hag been of a nervous, sensitive character, 
with the public generally waiting for some 
developments of a confirmatory nature to 
their views, either as to a small or large 
yield. The government census department has 
issued its ginners’ report, showing the 
amount of cotton ginned up to December 13 
as 9,281,000 bales, which compares with 11,- 
112,000 bales ginned fip to the same period 
last year, and shows a falling off for the 
season of 1,831.000 bales. The outturn of the 
gfe of 1,681,000 from December 1 to the 
18th was 987,000 bales, compared with 1,085.- 
000 bales for the same period last year, or a 
falling off of 18.60 per cent. On this basis 
the indicated crop from the gins is 10,900,000 
bales. last year there was 85.6 per cent of 
the crop ginned up to December 13. ‘That 
Was the smallest percentage except in 1902, 
when only 841 per cent of the crop was 
ginned; other years had ranged as high as 
89 per cent. On a basis of this being 84 per 
cent, we have an indicated crop. or outturn 
of the gins, of 11,050,000. In connection with 
the shortness of the American crop, we w 
to emphasize conditions in other cotton grow- 
ing countries. 

Cables announce that the India government 
has officially stated that that crop was 40 
per cent short. The yield last year was 
5,000,000 baies, so that this report indicates 
a shortage of 2,000,000 bales. Thus -we have 
a shortage from last year of 2,500,000 bales 
American and a shortage in Russia and South 
America which wll equal a total shortage of 
the world’s production of cotton, as compared 
with last year, of #500,000 bales to 5,000,000 
bales. These are features that cannot be 
ignored. The shortage in foreign crops will 
necessarily create a greater demand for 
American cotton, go that notwithstanding the 
Proposed curtailment of eastern manufac- 
turers of 25 per cent of their running time 
from December 25 to about March 21 (which 
means a total reduction of the consumption 
of cotton of about 175,000 to 225,000 bales at 
the most) the world’s demand for the Ameri- 
can stdple will be so great that it will absorb 
every bale of cotton that can be bought. 

Local manufacturers, we think, are making 
& great mistake not to come into the markéet 
and take what of the staple they can get at 
these prices. The amount of cotton ginned 
last year from December 18 to January 1 was 
630,000 bales. There is every indication now, 
from private advices that are coming in, 
that the next figures will probably be 100, - 
000 bales under last year. We have been un- 
waveringly and conscientiously bullish on the 
basis of supply and demand, and with the 
firm belief that this tcrop was-a smaller one 
than the world would require of American 
cotton, and we feel justified in advising our 
friends to buy the staple on every easy spot, 
as we expect very much higher prices as the 
Season advances.
